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TO THE CLASS OF NINETY-FOUR. 

The Secretary submits herewith the record of the class since graduation. 
The record, though not complete, is as nearly complete as the secretary's 
time and the class postage fund would permit. Most of the men replied 
promptly, several have not yet replied and a few doubtless never will 
reply. One man returned the secretary's circular with the comment, " If 
the form of your request (on enclosed leaflet) were less undignified, I might 
feel more willing to give it attention." The secretary is sorry if his lack of 
dignity prevents anybody from doing his duty to the class and from receiv- 
ing a copy of the report. 

I regret to record the deaths of five members of the class since the pub- 
lication of the first Report : Emanuel Benedict, Edgar McClure, Charles 
Ziba Smith, William Joseph Whitney, Benjamin Snattinger. 

It will be noticed that the list of members of the class is somewhat shorter 
than in the first Report. I have omitted the names of temporary mem- 
bers of the class who graduated with other classes, and in the next 
Report shall omit the names of certain temporary members and special 
students who either are beyond reach or do not desire to retain their con- 
nection with the class. This list at present includes the following names :

It will be noticed further that in the'af yaijgempnt-of- j;he various sections 
of the class, no distinction has been m^&,l}el^e4n ^duates of the College 
and graduates of the Scientific School, and«nope Ji)et^€^n« temporary mem- 
bers and special students associated with: the t}la0St. lii ^He list of addresses 
at the end of the book, no distinctions of any Kind haVe been made. As 
time goes on, scholastic criteria naturally become less significant. In 
reality there are only two designations that an adequate survey of the class 
membership demands — the one for those who answer the secretary's 
circulars, and the other for those who do not. 

A word should be said as to the form in which the little autobiographies are 
given. In some cases I have quoted directly from letters, but in most cases 
have amalgamated the scattered facts which answer the various questions 
on the circular, and have included the whole in quotation marks. Additional 
facts which have come to my notice I have included in brackets. The labor 
of the secretary, I may say, would be lightened a hundredfold if each mem- 
ber of the class would prepare his report in connected literary form, written 
on only one side of the paper. I hope that my present device has not 



exhibited the more retiring members of the class in an unduly self gratulatory 
attitude. I shall certainly welcome any criticism on tlus point, or any cor- 
rection of details. 

It is pleasant to find more men showing their interest in the class by 
sending me bits of information about themselves or other men. Heckscher, 
Albert Bailey and Ostheimer deserve my special thanks for this service. Our 
budget of news for the Graduate's Magazine should not suffer deplenlshment 
as of late ; it may excel the reports of other classes in completeness and in 
interest, if you will. On the basis of such information, I shall be glad at 
any time to answer your letters of inquiry. 

I have reserved the place of honor and of emphasis in this preface for a 

plea in behalf of the class fund, or rather for a reference to the Treasurer's 

Report on p. 1 76, which exceeds in fervor and in cogency anything that I 

can say. Our imminent penury is no matter for conventional jesting ; it 

demands the immediate attention of every self-respecting member of 

the class.

While on our way north ran upon a sunken 
reef, incapacitating the vessel to such an extent that it was not 
considered safe to make the voyage homeward without a consort 
of some kind. A relief party was organized and after searching 
along the coast for 140 miles it returned in ten days with a small 
fishing schooner, the ' Rigel ' of Gloucester, Mass., in command 
of Capt. George W. Dixon. The passengers of the Miranda 
were transferred to the Rigel, and the Miranda steamed away 
toward home with the fishing schooner in tow. On the night of 
the second day out, the Miranda succumbed to a heavy sea and 
began to fill. The crew were safely transferred to the Rigel, 
however, and our vessel was left to sink in mid-ocean. In the 
course of two weeks reached Sydney, Nova Scotia, from which 
point we returned home by various routes. One portion of the 
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passengers returning on the * Portia ' by way of Halifax met their 
third and last catastrophe, when their boat ran down a fishing 
schooner, sinking it and saving only one of the crew."

During the summer of '96 took a trip through the 
old Spanish mining region of Ecuador. Returned there Decem- 
ber, '96, as treasurer of the South American Development Co. 
Arrived at my place of exile on the first of January. This town 
or village is buried in the heart of the Andes Mountains, and is 
about as inaccessible as any place on the civilized globe. Modern 
ideas and improvements have not as yet penetrated this country ; 
it is about the same as when the Spanish conquerors, under 
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Pizarro, overthrew the great dynasty of the * Incas.' The people 
are a mixture of the Spanish and the Indians, with a dash of 
negro on the side. They seem to combine the bad qualities of all 
of these races ; they are proud, dirty, lazy, and thievish. This 
town was a great mining district in the days of the Spanish rule 
in South America, and the mountains around here are all cut up 
with tunnels and trenches where the old fellows had extracted 
the gold bearing ore. When Ecuador became a Republic in the 
early part of the century, the mining stopped. The people can 
always raise enough out of the soil to keep alive, and seem to 
have noi ambition to do more. In the words of the Bowery 
artist, *they are too strong to work.' Being only 4° south 
of the equator, you would think that it might be slightly 
warm here at times, but such is the position of this range 
of the Andes that it is seldom so. The thermometer ranges 
from 59° to 90° — the maximum and the minimum for the 
year round. At night the temperature is always very 
cool — from 59° to 60° — though in the daytime it mounts to 
85° or 90°. The sun when it is out strong is of course very 
hot, but in the shade you never feel warm, even with your coat 
on. The seasons here are winter and sunmier; winter is the 
season of rain, and summer of dry weather, both lasting six 
months. We have just got through with winter here now, and 
it has been pretty tough. It rains about every day, and every- 
thing grows about a foot a minute. The growth during the 
rainy season is magnificent. It fortunately rains seldom in the 
daytime, and almost always the warm tropical sun comes out and 
dries things up again. It is during this season that malarial fever 
is prevalent ; almost all of our party has had one or two touches 
of it. The sunMner is very dry indeed, having no rain at all, not 
even a shower. Everything is burnt brown, except where there 
are small streams. Our house (I use the word with some hesi- 
tation) is about a mile from the town of Zaruma, and 1000 feet 
below it on the mountain. It was built by an English company 
which worked here for 11 years, and then went up the flue. As 
houses go in these parts, it is quite a palace, but to those brought 
up amid the luxuries of Boston and the vicinity, it would seem 
rather plain. It is built of wattles, covered with mud, which 
is allowed to dry on and then whitewashed. This last is the 
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distinction that our house has from the houses in the vicinity. 
The roof is of red tiles simply laid down on bamboo sticks. The 
kitchen is separate from the house, which is a good thing, as a 
visit to an Ecuadorian kitchen takes away all desire for nourish- 
ment. The roads here are not roads but trails worn in the side 
of the mountains. There are no wheeled vehicles, the only 
means of conveyance being the mule. The trails are not built 
with any idea of engineering, but are simply the paths that the 
mules have worn in traveling over the mountains. If the trails 
become unfit for travel or dangerous, nothing is ever done to 
them. If the obstacle or danger cannot be avoided, tlie people 
simply give up going that way. I have seen a place here where 
a tree has fallen across the trail and allowed to remain there, 
another trail being worn around the end of the tree. Of all roads 
in the vicinity, the one to the * sea coast,' which gives us our only 
communication with the outside world, is the worst. It has been 
in use for 250 years, and hasn't had anything done to it during 
all that time. In some places it has been worn down into a 
gulley fifteen feet deep. The distance is about 52 miles, but you 
have to go over a pass 4000 feet high to get in here. The road 
goes right up the side of the mountain, and in some places is so 
steep that you think you will fall over backwards ; but the mules 
have the agility of goats, and never miss a step. It is a dense 
tropical forest on all sides as you ascend this mountain, and the 
ferns, vines, and palms are simply magnificent. In winter the 
road is a little worse than it is in summer ; it is simply one sea of 
mud, sometimes as deep as six feet ; there are many places where 
you have to get off and walk. In winter it takes about five 
days to go the 52 miles — that is, if you have a good strong mule. 
It is a conmion sight to see five or six mules dead by the side of 
the road. Everything we need in our work has to be carried up 
here on the backs of mules. They can carry about 150 pounds 
of cargo in winter, and from 200 to 250 pounds in summer. 
After going over this road once, you wonder how it is possible 
for any heavy machinery to be brought up over it, and yet we 
have brought up this winter a pelton water wheel and an air 
compressor. On our own properties here we have spent some 
time on the roads, and they are fairly good for South America. Of 
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course, the country is so steep it is impossible to get anything like 
a level road or an easy grade. We employ about 60 of these 
natives in our work here, and pay them from 40 to 50 cents a 
day. This seems very cheap, but I assure you that they are well 
paid for the amount of work they do ; they are all bom tired. There 
is practically no government here, or rather no effective govern- 
ment. There are plenty of offices, however, and almost every- 
body in the town has some position of importance. Their 
principal object in life is to fill their pockets as rapidly as possible 
while they are in power. The scene shifts here about once a 
year, and there is always a revolution on hand. I shall be here 
until the first of November, and if we find what we are after, am 
likely to come back again. It is not so bad if you don't care 
what you say, but comforts are scarcer than hens' teeth. I am up 
every morning at 6.30, and in the saddle by 7.15. I ride about 
eight hours a day looking over our various works, which are scat- 
tered all over the mountain. Am very sorry that I cannot 
appear at the triennial dinner in June, but this place is too hard 
to get to to leave right away." 



EDGAR McCLURE. *1897. 

McClure wrote in his class-life, 

"I was bom in Eugene, Oregon, December 30, 1861. I attended the 
public schools of my native town and in the fall of 1877 entered the Univer- 
sity of Oregon, Eugene, Oregon. I graduated from the university in 1883, 
and in the fall of the same year began teaching in the public schools of 
Junction City, Oregon. From September, 1883, to February, 1886, 1 taught 
school at various places in the Williamette Valley, Oregon. In February, 
1886, I was called to fill a tutor's place in my oXmo^ mater, received the 
degree of A. M. at the end of the year, and in June, 1892, was elected pro- 
fessor of analytical chemistry. In 1893 I was given a year's leave of 
absence, and studied at the Harvard Graduate School." 

McClure wrote in reply to the Secretary's recent circular, 

** Since graduation I have been professor of chemistry at the University 
of Oregon. I am member of Academy of Science of University of Oregon, 
and president of the Chemical Society of the Northwest. I have published 
* Elevation of Mt. Adams, Washington, in Mazania; *A Kecord of Moun- 
taineering in the Pacific Northwest,' Vol. I, No. 1, May, 1896; * Height of 
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Mt. Adams' in National Greographic Magazine, April, 1806. In August, 
1806, made a visit to Crater Lake in the southeastern part of Oregon. This 
lake which is one of the wonders of the world, situated in the remains of an 
extinct volcano of large size, on the summit of the Cascade range of moun- 
tains, and is inclosed by precipitous cliffs from 1000 to 2000 feet above the 
water. The surface of the water of the lake is 6230 feet above sea level. 
The lake is about 6 miles long by 6 miles broad, and is 2000 feet deep. 
The figures here given are the result of work done by the U. S. (Geological 
Survey and are authentic.'* 

McClure's brother, Henry McClure of Seattle, writes, 

*' Professor Edgar McClure, while descending the slopes of Mt. Rainier, in 
Pierce County, Washington, after a successful ascent of the mountain and 
a descent over all the dangerous portion of the mountain, lost his footing in 
the dim light at about eleven o'clock p. m., July 27, and lost his life upon the 
rocks below. He was an enthusiastic and experienced mountain climber, 
having made the ascent of most of the snow-capped peaks of the Cascade 
Bange of mountains in Oregon and Washington." 

McClure, although little known to the Class at large, was one of '94's most 
promising men. He bade fair to attain unmistakable eminence in the 
sciences of chemistry and geography. His attainments and the manner of 
his death recall the great loss which all Harvard men felt in the death of 
Philip Stanley Abbot of the Class of 1890. In behalf of the Class of 1894 
we would extend to the family and friends of Edgar McClure our sympathy 
with them in their affliction.

Though the result was successful, he 
returned to his work too soon, underwent a relapse, and was confined for 
five months in the Brooklyn City Hospital. In May, 1896, he was removed 
to his home at Ashfield, where he remained until his death.

friends our sympathy with them in their bereavement, believing that it is

Have made 
several political speeches, and took a somewhat active part in 
local politics at Los Angeles. Belong to McKinley Club of Los 
Angeles and Y. M. C. A. of Los Angeles and New York."

Whitney wrote in his class life : — 

" I was bom and bred on a farm among the Chatauqua Hills of Western 
New York. My life was passed in the ordinary, uneventful manner, common 
to most country life. At six my education began in the small district school 
near my house, and there it continued, with the exception of two or three 
terms in the neighboring village school, until I was sixteen. At that age, I 
entered the Normal School at Fredonia, N. Y., where I studied four years, 
graduating in 1887. The next year I spent at home, in somewhat broken 
health. The following year, 1888-9, I taught in the village school at 
Stockton, N. Y. At the end of that year, I was elected principal of the 
High School at Eureka, HI. This position gave me much new and larger 
experience in teaching and management, and a certain measure of success 
led me to decide on teaching as a permanent profession. The necessity for 
a wider education became very clear, and at the end of the year I resigned 
to enter college. In the fall of '90, 1 entered the University of Wisconsin as 
a Freshman. Finding the work somewhat unsatisfactory, and believing that 
only the best was worth having, I came to Harvard the next year and was 
admitted to the Class of '94." 

Whitney spent the year *94-*96, in the Graduate School, taking the degree 
of A. M., and Highest Honors in History. During the next year he was 
professor of History at Drury College, Springfield, Missouri. In the absence 
of a colleague, he gave instruction also in French and German. Tired with 
this stress of work, he returned to his home at Findley*s Lake, N. Y., to rest. 
In the latter part of the summer, he was taken ill with typhoid fever, and 
died September 26, 1896. 

In spite of his modest aversion to notoriety, Whitney had made the 
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acquaintance of many of his classmates, and won the respect of all, both 
classmates and teachers, who knew him. He ranked well as a scholar, and 
especially in the closing years of his college career, did exceptionally good 
work in history. He was a member of the Young Men's Christain 
Association, taking an unobtrusive but effective part in promoting the better 
interests of the university. The same qualities that we saw in him at 
Harvard, endeared him to his associates in the new work which he had un- 
dertaken with such success. By his death the class has lost one of its most 
loyal supporters, a promising scholar, a most genuine and simple man.

Further contact with Harvard 
and her spirit of independence, liberty and truth deepens the 
general notion of her traditions and ideals so well typified in < the 
first gentleman of America;' or in Barrett Wendell with his 
' Leading Traits of the Harvard Undergraduate ; ' a fine sense of 
veracity, a manly frankness, an inbred detestation of sham and 
humbug, a Bostonian idea of what it is to be a gentleman, a Puri- 
tan diffident self-consciousness resulting from two centuries of 
deliberate introspection, and showing itself in irony, nonsense, 
and lack of team play ; in brief the Harvard shield. 

" For example the Harvard ' Veritas ' often can be effectively 
used to help ripen that Yale undertone of toughness and crudity. 
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In the West and South ten years ago Yale had 29 more students 
than Harvard had from those sections ; now ('96) Harvard has

In brief, you are sure of one great 
superiority over Harvard — Yale has a better neighbor. 

"Another impression is of Harvard's qualifying rather than 
quantifying influence, for here purification of athletics, reforms 
in education, enrichment — like Unitarianism — of other faiths, 
are ever on the increase. At times, though, numerical supe- 
riorities are suggestive. In the last &\e years Harvard Col- 
lege has trained just double as many men for the ministry 
as Yale; and again, the proportion of her graduates becom- 
ing ministers has advanced from 5 per cent, to 7 per cent, 
of each class, in spite of the large class increase, while at 
Yale it has declined, — a change which, as Professor Peabody 
has well pointed out is coincident (consequent ?) with Harvard's 
voluntary religious system.

I am about to start on a six months' 
camping trip through New Mexico, and hope to return a healthy man." 

The following year, however, he was again taken ill, and during the sum- 
mer returned to Topeka. In the fall he went to £1 Paso again, to spend the 
winter in a sanitarium. He died December 12, 1895.

CLASS FUND. 

Since the publication of the first report in September, 1895, 
the number of subscribers to the Class Fund has increased by 
two and the amount of subscriptions by $100.00 — not an encour- 
aging growth. If the original figures had been larger, and there 
were not so many overdue accounts, the condition of affairs 
would not be so discouraging. When it is taken into account, 
however, that the fund is considerably smaller than the average 
of the last few years, and that, of $5704.00 the amount due at 
this time, $1835.00 or about 33% is overdue, it is apparent that 
we are not to be congratulated on the condition of our finances. 
The Committee have said so much about this matter at the 
dinners, in the reports, in the cu'cular letters to the class, and 
through various other sources, that the class is probably very 
tired of the story. It is the old difficulty of the many suffering 
because of the carelessness of the few. We can only repeat that 
as long as these accounts are allowed to lapse as they have done, 
the interest on our fund will not begin to pay expenses, and we 
must inevitably encroach on our principal. May we not look for 
a little more promptness in the future ? 

A glance at the appended figures shows the condition of the 
Fund. The policy followed in our investments has been to place 
the money in the safest way possible, sacrificing a little, perhaps, 
in interest for the sake of security. The money in the various 
savings banks is drawing 3 J to 4 9^,. The small balance in the 
Guaranty Trust Co. is kept for running expenses, and draws 2 ^J,.

CLASS DINNERS. 

An account of the Junior Dinner and of the Conunencement 
Dinner is given in the Secretary's Report No. I, p. 42. 

The first triennial dinner was held June 29, 1897 at the Ven- 
dome Hotel, Boston. About one hundred and seventy-five men 
were present, and by their responsiveness and good humor made 
the dinner a great success. Lincoln Davis, chairman of the dass 
oommittee presided, and E. K. Rand was toastmaster. Davis 
read part of a communication from H. A. Cutler, class treasurer, 
urging delinquents to come to the rescue of the class fund; a 
modified form of his appeal is printed in this Report, under the 
heading ^^ Class Fund" (p. 176) and, as has been said before, 
deserves the attention of every self-respecting member of the 
class. Davis read also an announcement from the trustees of the 
Lowell Memorial Fund inviting the members of the class to sub- 
scribe to the same ; all subscriptions will be forwarded by the 
class treasurer. A resolution was then proposed and unanimously 
adopted with a rising vote and with cheers, that the secretary be 
requested to express to Mr. R. C. Lehmann, coach of the Univer- 
sity crew, '94's appreciation of his services in promoting at the 
university the noblest spirit of sportsmanship. 

The following reply, I may state here, was received from Mr 
Lehmann, 

FlELDHEAD, BOUENE EnD, 

September 20, 1897. 
" My Dear Sir : — 

"Your kind letter of July 3rd. was forwarded to me from 
Harvard only a few days ago. 

*' I hardly need assure you how deeply I was gratified by the 
kindly message from the Class of '94. May I ask you to accept 
on your own behalf and to convey to the other gentlemen con- 
cerned my most hearty thanks for the brotherly feeling that 
prompted the resolutions you sent to me. It is at once a consola- 
tion and an encouragement. 

Yours very truly, 

R. C. Lehmann.'* 
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R. E. Gregg, winner of the class cradle, unfortunately could 
not be present at the dinner. He partly atoned for his absence 
by sending a letter — which Davis read to the class — con- 
taining a description of '94's new foster-son. A large picture 
of the boy, also, was hung high above the president's seat and 
then amid much enthusiasm was passed round the tables. The 
class showed a conmiendable interest, also, when the cradle was 
presented for individual inspection. Moreover, though the 
expected cradle oration was not given, S. V. R. Thayer, some- 
time class-baby of the Class of 1870, made a brief but appropriate 
speech in reply to a toast proposed in his honor. 

A picture of David Gregg with his cradle may be seen in the 
frontispiece to this report. The cradle is inscribed on one side 
with the shield of Harvard College and, beneath it, the following 
dedication : 

Class of 1894, Harvard College. 

To 

David Gregg, 

Class Babj, 

Bom September 29th, 1895. 

First Triennial Dinner, June 29, 1897. 

On the other side of the cradle are engraved the following 
verses, written by Eliot Tuckerman : 

" May your life be the longest, 
Your arm be the strongest, 
Your eye be the brightest, 
Your heart kind and true. 
May you have a class baby 
Soon after your A. B. 
Your health, Master Gregg ; 
Ninety-four drinks to you." 

Lest any should fear that Master Gregg's life may not be the 
longest, his father wishes me to announce that the boy has three 
great-grandmothers living and therefore as fair a prospect as any 
of us in facing the unknown. 

While the cradle was makiiig its rounds, Greene read a poem, 
as full of mysticism as ever, and speeches were made by the 
following men : Waters, " Athletics," Bond, " The Army," Boos* 
" The Doctorate," Beals, " On Certain Aspects of Business,"

Cabot, ''Medicine," Homans, "The Law," B. Wells, "Matri- 
mony." Mr. Nichols of the Class of '42, which was dining in 
an adjoining room, paid us a short visit, but could not be in- 
duced to make a speech. During the evening the Glee Club 
men kept up a running fire of song, in which other equally in- 
spired though less musical members of the class joined from time 
to time. The singing of Fair Harvard was the sign for a preli- 
minary close. Greene's poem follows, though certain of the 
personal conmients are not to be applauded for literal accuracy.
